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Senate Panel Releases 4 Memos
Linked to Dispute Over Adelman
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WASHINGTON, March 23— The Sen-
ate Foreign Relations Committee made
public four documents today that are
said by several senators to show that
Kemneth L. Adelman, President Rea-
gan’s nominee to head the Arms Control

and Disarmament Agency, misled the

. comumittee in testimony.

. After hearing a plea behind closed
! doors from Secretary of State George
{P. Shultz to keep the unclassified

papers private, the committee voted 11
to 6 10 make them public. Butin a 12-to-5
vote it decided against calling Mr. Adel-
man back to testity and reconcile the
documents with: his earlier testimony.
Senators opposed to the Adelman
nomination contended that dissemina-
. tion of the documents would weaken
* Mr. Adeiman’s chances of confirmation

. by the full Senate. But his supporters, |

" even though they had fought to keep the
documents secret, said his case would
not be hurt.

The Foreign Relations Committee
voted 9 to § last month to recommend
against confirmation, but President
Reagar. has said he wanted to tight for
approval of Mr. Adelman.

After teday’s executive session,
which participants described as ‘‘acri-
monious,”” both Republican and Demo-
_cratic critics of the nemination urged
the President to withdraw Mr. Adel-
man’s name. But the White House said
Mr. Reagan was still ‘100 percent’’ be-
hind the nomination.

At issue was Mr. Adelman’s testi-
mony about possible personnel changes
atthe agency.
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One of the documents was 8 memo-
randum dated Jan. 17 from Mr. Adel-
man informing Kenneth W. Dam,
Deputy Secretary of State, that Mr.
Adelman had asked Robin West, an
Assistant Secretary of the Interior and
a close friend of the nominee, “to inves-
tigate the A.C.D.A. personnel situa-
tion” but to *‘decide nothing, say noth-
ing one way or the other, and make no
bureaucratic waves whatsoever.”’

A second document, a typed memo-
randum from Mr. Adelman to Mr. West

on Jan. 15, asserted that theﬁrstap-t

.pointments at the arms contro} agency
would be *‘critical” and “’should give
.the signal that we will have people far
more qualified than the job demands.”
It named four people whom it said Mr.
West should solicit for personnel sug-
gestions and pointed up the agency’s
personne! needs outlined by Edward L.
Rowny, the chief strategic arms nego-
tiator.

Names Written on Memorandum

‘handed him on Jan. 14, criticizing more
{than a dozen officials. On it, Mr. Adel-
man wrote four other names, three of
them subsequently recommended to
him in a phone call from Mr. Rowny.

The fourth document is Mr. Adel-
man's handwritten covering note on the
Rowny memorandum, addressed to Mr.
West. It says: ‘“Robin, Eyes Only! Ed
Rowney's very confidential real views
on people. Thanks! Ken.”

“Eyes Only” is a government term
used to say that a message is to be read
only by the recipient and no one else.

“It is very, very plain that Mr. Adel-
man misled the committee,” Senator
Cranston told reporters after this morn-

" ing’s session. “It is quite plain there
i was consideration of personne] purging
. and plainly Mr. Adelman, despite his
